Chapter 92, Section 36, of the Revised Statutes of Maine, 
1954, requires the Assessors to give notice to bring in lists 
of taxable property; if no lists are brought in, NO CLAIM 
FOR ABATEMENT. 

“Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give 
seasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting 
notifications in some public place in town, or shall notify 
them in such other way as the town directs, to make and 
bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls and 
all their estates real and personal, not by law exempt from 
taxation, of which they were possessed on the first day of 
April of the same year. If any resident owner after such no- 
tice, or any non-resident owner after being reasonably re- 
quested thereto by the assessors, does not bring in such a 
list, he is thereby barred of his right to make application to 
the assessors or the county commissioners for an abatement 
on his taxes, unless he offers such list with his application 
and satisfies them that he was unable to offer it at the time 
appointed. The request upon non-resident owners may be 
proved by a notice sent by mail directed to the last known 
address of the taxpayer or given by any other method that 
brings notice home to the taxpayer.” 

In accord with the above, all resident and non-resident 
taxpayers are hereby requested to bring into the assessors 
true and perfect lists of their polls and all of their estates, 
real and personal, as of April 1, 1970. The mailing of this 
copy of the town report to non-resident taxpayers will be 
considered a reasonable request as required by the law. 

The polls of all persons who have attained the age of 70 
years are now exempt under Chapter 91A, Section 10, Re- 
vised Statutes of Maine, 1954.

TREE WARDENS REPORT 


This year we took down fourteen trees and removed 
the side limbs over the road and wires from four 
others. 
Some of the trees that we took down were very dif- 
ficult because of their location, condition and 
size. Trees that are left three or four years after 
they die require the use of a crane when they are 
over houses and wires as they are so dozy that it 
is unsafe to have a man work in them, When a crane 
is used it makes it more expensive to remove these 
trees in some cases, 
As we did not have enough money to take down all of 
the dangerous trees, we took the tops out of some 
of them and left the stubs for another year. There 
is a considerable number of trees left in Waterford 
to come down, The town should raise as much as last 
year, and more if possible,

April 3, 1969 your public health nurse was present at 
the school registration and held individual confer- 
ences with nine parents regarding their child's health 
needs. The school officials recommend Cia bao piyveLea 
examination and immunizations be completed before the 
child enters school. Invitations were given to attend 
Child Health Conference to receive this service and 
six children attended. 

A series of three Child Health Conference was 
held in June, July and August, 1969. There have been 
twelve conferences with the physician, chairman vol- 
unteers and town officials regarding the Child Health 
Conference program. Following is the Child Health 
statistical data:

As part of your school health program audiometer 
test for hearing was given to all students present at 
the time of testing. One hundred and thirty-seven tests 
were given and four were referred for medical super- 
vision. Three conferences were held with doctors and 
teachers regarding the hearing loss of these children. 
The school physical examinations and urine tests will 
be offered in January of 1970, Twenty nine conferences 
have been held with the school physician, Harrison 
public health nurse, chairman of volunteers, school 
personnel and town officials regarding some phase of 
the school health program, various clinics and other 
health programs. 

Six conferences have been held with the Child Welfare 
Worker and with the Vocational Rehabilitation Counselor 
regarding handicapped patients. Three immunization 
clinics have been held and the last one is due in Jan- 
uary, 1970. 

The following is a list of immunuzations completed 
at Child Health Conferences and school clinics,

The fourth Mouth Health Education and Decay Pre- 
vention Program for the town of Waterford was held 
in August through the cooperation of the State Div- 
ision of Dental Health and an excellent committee. 
Children between the ages of three and a half to 
fifteen years were invited to participate to have 
their teeth examined, cleaned and to receive one 
topical application of Phospho-fluoride solution to 
reduce tooth decay. Instructions and demonstrations 
in dental care was provided, The dental hygienist

reported thirty-one children showed good dental 
health, and seventy-six had visible tooth decay. If 
possible, another dental program will be developed 
for the summer of 1970.

COMMENTS 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash 

accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank statements and 
count of cash. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as expendi- 
tures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled 
checks were examined on a selective basis. Letters of confirmation 
were used to verify the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


Records of town meetings, as pertained to financial matters, were 
checked. Trust and special fund transactions were reviewed and 
investments verified. Surety bond coverage was determined. 


OPERATIONAL RESULTS 


The fiscal year's operations showed that a net departmental overdraft 
of $882.63 was charged to surplus, per the following summary:

An overdraft in the winter roads account less the overlay and 
unexpended balances in the highway equipment and roads and bridges 
accounts were the major factors contributing to the net depart- 
mental overdraft.
